Note.—This is perhaps the most varied and interesting set of all the lettered 
stamps, as varieties are found that are absent from the others. As mentioned 
in my introductory remarks, it seems that the correspondence of this office 
would be of a very important character, and one necessitating many letters to 
foreign shores, This is borne out by the fact that the use of these particular

stamps apparently extended over a longer period than the others, the earliest 
dated specimen I have seen being May 25th, 1868, and the latest April, 1876. 
I have seen a copy of the 1od., apparently bearing the figures 78, but am not 
prepared to vouch for them. There seems to have been a distinct demand for 
a 3d. rate, as three varieties, both of this and of the gd., are found. The 
specimen of the former, with the red surcharge, is in the National Collection, 
and was, I know, “passed” and duly estimated by Mr. Tapling ; and at least 
one other copy has been seen recently. This stamp, as also the rod, yellow 
(surcharged in black on the gd.), is found with no other lettering. Thus, 
while there seems to have been small demand for the 1d. while the 2s, is en- 
tirely absent, there are seven of what I may call the abnormal values, and the 
collection of the whole of these will be found a very difficult task.

THE LAUREATED REPRINTS. 
By M. P. CASTLE. 

At the request of the proprietors of this journal, and probably from the 
fact that I have been unfortunately cognisant of almost all that has trans- 
pired in this country relative to these stamps, I have carefully read the in- 
teresting and cautious answers to the queries propounded in the September 
number of the Monthly Journal, and have made a few, comments thereon. 

The questions that I suggested, of inviting replies from the Sydney Phila- 
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telic Society, have elicited the following reply from the secretary of that 
body: 

(This letter was published in our last number.) 

It is at once obvious that, as the present Sydney Philatelic Society ~ was 
only formed in September, 1890, and that of the three continuing members 
of the older body Mr. Houison is the only one who purchased a set of these 
stamps, no responsibility can attach to them for events that preceded their 
formation. Dr. Houison’s unfortunate and betrayed trust in Van Dyck is 
also well known here, and has elicited deserved sympathy. Thesheets belong- 
ing to Dr. Houison were—subsequent to the auction, I believe—disposed 
of by Messrs. Ventom, Bull, and Cooper, and I am the possessor of at least 
one of them. With regard to the opinion of the London Society, alluded to 
by Mr. Himmelhoch, I would point out that at that time the Society had 
not, as he suggests, condemned them as reprints, but passed a resolution to 
the effect that they could not pass them as originals without further evidence 
in their support. As being present at that meeting, I may say, without break- 
ing any confidence, that in the discussion that preceded the resolution there 
were differences of opinion, some members, of whom I was one, considering 
tham as being probably stamps produced at some period after they had been 
withdrawn from issue, either as trial sheets, or with the intention of reverting 
to their use. Some reliance was, of course, at that time placed on the very 
specific statements made as to their origin and number, and the improbability 
of the plates still being in existence, The difference in the color and printing 
were of course duly noted by us all, and I for one considered that the fore- 
going might be an explanation, and was content to acquiesce in the 
resolution, as one embodying a waiting policy. 

Until the quantities existing of these stamps were mentioned in the Monthly 
Journal, the London Philatelic Society had no definite knowledge on the 
subject. After their refusal to accept them as originals, without further 
evidence, they could do no more, unless and until this turned up. They had 
cautioned, so to say, their enemies; and as—after the exhaustion of the first 
“eight sets only’—they were cautiously floated, buyers at auction and else- 
where took them, at the diminished prices, with their eyes open. Had the 
desired evidence in their favor been adduced, the Society would at one have 
weighed it; but all that transpired was against the stamps, and being public 
knowledge, required no endorsement by that body. The London Society 
took the first opportunity it had to express its want of confidence in the 
stamps, and until they were in possession of facts had no clear title to alter 
their previous evidence. I quite fail to see how in any way the London 
Society could have acted differently; and I am sincerely glad to say that, in 
my opinion, the existing Sydney Society is equally free from blame. I cor- 
dially endorse the concluding remarks of Mr. Himmelhoch, and feel sure that 
both Societies will gladly aid in doing all within their power to clear up the 
vexed question. I tender to that gentleman cordial thanks for his succient 
reply, assuring him that, in my questions, I imputed nothing, and wished 
simply, in the interest of collectors on both sides of the ocean, to obtain all 
the information possible. 

I will next give Mr, F. Hagen’s letter: 

(This letter was also published in our last number.) 

In making comment upon Mr. Hagen’s interesting letter, I would like at 
once to disclaim any intention on the part of English collectors to shift the 
blame upon the “poor unoffending Australian collector.” As I have stated 
in my foregoing remarks, the object sought was to get the fullest information, 
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and not to impute or suggest blame on anyone specially. With that view, all 
that was known was stated here, and it remained for those whose names were 
mentioned as being possibly able to throw light on the question to do so, or 
to disclaim their ability, which they have promptly done. The mischief and 
the statements came from Australia, and we could not know—before the 
present information—thar the ozus would all be thrown on to the shoulders 
of one man—Van Dyck—who is certainly not within the category of a “‘poor 
unoffending Australian collector.””’ From Mr. Hagen’s and Mr. Vindin’s 
personal statements, it seems evident that Van Dyck not only deceived the 
English but also the Australian Philatelic world; and looking at the then 
existing circumstances surprise can hardly be felt. I may indeed add, from 
my own personal acquaintance with Van Dyck, that his character, conduct, 
and motives are even now to me shrouded in mystery, Mr, Hagen’s state- 
ment, that “at the meeting in December, 1887, and at the time several mem- 
bers expressed dislike to them, but nothing could be ascertained about the 
sheets,”’ is the exact counterpart of the position of the London Society, as 
intended to be conveyed by me in my preceding comments on the letter of 
the Secretary of the Sydney Philatelic Club. 

Mr. Hagen’s disclaimer of philatelic competence I must however attribute 
to an exuberance of modesty, as I consider Dr. Houison, Mr. Van Dyck 
and himself very fine judges of Australian stamps, nor would the fact that 
“plating” had only been partially attempted militate against this knowledge. 

Mr. Hagen next alludes to the question of the Registered Pilates, and I will 
frankly acknowledge that I am the correspondent alluded to; but as my reply 
would extend to some length, as the question is rather beyond my text of the 
laureates, and as it is one affecting me in a private sense, I will take another 
opportunity and place to endeavor to reply to his comments, 

I do not think Mr, Hagen is justified in his strictures on Messrs. Stanley 
Gibbons. (See paragraph commencing, “In Messrs. Gibbon’s article.”) To 
begin with, that firm did not know of “scores of sets being placed in the 
hands of the auctioneers,” because I feel sure such was never done—that is, 
offered for sale, I believe the rumor was generally accepted that “twenty- 
five sets had turned up,” and their was a further general increase of distrust, 
and a drop of price, in which Messrs. Gibbons, as well as everbody else, par- 
ticipitated. Mr. Hagen, like the writer of the preceding letter, then attributes 
to the London Society a judgment that they never gave, and censures Messrs. 
Gibbons for not acting upon the presumed dictum, The firm in question had 
not, as might be supposed from Mr, Hagen’s letter, any connection with the 
syndicate who purchased the “Remainder” from Mr, Van Dyck; nor had any 
director or share holder of Stanley Gibbons, Limited, any monetary interest 
in these sets. I am informed that the syndicate explained that Van Dyck 
had sold them as Remainders, with the unqualified assurance (an attribute in 
which he was not deficient) that they constituted all that “remained,” and 
he gave a specious account of their nativity. Messrs. Gibbons even then did 
not now that these sheets had not been prepared for use but not issued— 
and indeed that always seemed to me a likely solution of the difficulty—they 
however declined to purchase, and simply sold them on commission as Re- 
mainders. The quantity as a Remainder, instead of being suspicious for its 
enormity, is the converse, as any dealer acquainted with the number of stamps 
generally associated with this term will readily testify. Acting on this knowl- 
edge, and on the information given to them by the vendors, Messrs, Gibbons 
plainly dubbed them for the first time “Remainders,”’ and at greatly dimin- 
ished prices sold them as such. 
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When the curtain rose on the last act of the drama—the scene being laid 
in America—and the “villain of the piece” confessed his guilt, all the hesita- 
tion on the part of Messrs. Gibbons vanished, and they hastened to make all 
the reparation in their power by offering to repurchase what they had sold. 
I may here add, as I and English collectors are mildly attacked for not 
speaking out, that although I had no share in, or knowledge of, the syndicate 
in any way, I accidentally, at a later date, became aware that this large num- 
ber of sheets remained on hand, but I was not at liberty to reveal what chance 
had made known to me, nor, unless I could prove it, was I justified, or safe, 
in damaging other people’s property, by stating that these stamps were re- 
prints and not remainders. Directly I heard of the American dénouement, I 
informed Messrs. Gibbons that I should at once publish all I knew on the 
subject, and, at their express wish, I followed their remarks by mine in the 
Monthly Journal. 

Nor is it my intention to let this matter drop. I do not quite agree with 
the paragraph commencing “Van Dyck’s reasons.” The 2d. were wretchedly 
poor; the 6d. although better, and re-printed with extreme care, were still 
very ‘Ain and weak compared with originals; the 8d. were good, but as the 
wear of the plate so was the use of the stamps, and the relatively superior 
condition of the little-used 8d. would have been but a poor inducement to 
circulate the other two values, which would certainly have been all expended 
within a very short period. With reference to Mr. Hagen’s correspondent’s 
letters of October 31st, 1890, and June, 1891, I can only say, that if as I be- 
lieve, I wrote the statements referred to, I have, and had, nothing to vary in 
them, and I have previosly given my reasons for holding my hand. I was 
willing to strike when thu time came. 

As to the 8d. laureatead blue “proof,” it has long been known (vide 
“‘Oceania’’), has always been scarce, and I and others thought its appearance 
a corroboration, as it was doubtless intended to be, of the age and authen- 
ticity of the sheets. The remarks on the Post-office authorities I will include 
in my comments on Mr, Bulloch’s letter. I can only reiterate that I do not 
think Messrs. Stanley Gibbons or anyone else wished to impute blame to the 
Australian collectors generally. They simply knew these “frauds’’ were 
fathered by a leading Australian philatelist, and they invited information as 
to who shared his guilty knowledge, They and I gladly accept the dis- 
claimers of Mr, Hagen and the Sydney Society, and it is evident that we were all 
deceived; but one man’s shoulder will have to bear the sole blame, and, as I 
have always contended, Van Dyck did not alone produce these things. My 
object is and was, not, as Mr. Hagen suggests, to attack any collector or 
dealer, but to elicit all the evidence, in order that it may be shown by what 
means Van Dyck became possessed of the power to do so much mischief. 
Messrs. Stanley Gibbons were perfectly justified in selling these stamps at low 
prices, as remainders, and the mere fact of their being so styled was a full 
warning to all collectors that they were buying from what might be a large 
stock. Appended is Mr. Bulloch’s letter, with enclosure from the Sydney 
General Post-office, in explanation of which I may say that, at my suggestion. 
Messrs, Stanley Gibbons sent out letters bearing these stamps, in order to 
test wether they possessed a franking power.

Gentlemen:—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your favor of October 8th, 
enclosing three envelopes stamped with reprinted N.S. W. stamps. As in- 
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structed I posted them on different dates, viz, 19th, 23d, and 25th of Nov. 
They were all returned to me on the 26th November, together with the en- 
closed letter from the Secretary of the Post-office, I may mention that prior 
to posting each letter I informed the Department, in order that they might 
be on the look-out for them, as they might very easily have passed through 
in the hurry of sorting or at night, which would not be a fair test. 

Of course, the Post-office authorities have taken a very easy way out of the 
difficulty by calling them forgeries, which may be correct in as far as they are 
not Government issues; but they are, nevertheless, undoubtedly from the 
original plates. They are the first which I have seen, and I think you know 
a great deal more about them in England than we do out here. 

I wrote to the Postmaster-General, putting the questions which appeared in 
your Monthly Journal, but as yet have received no reply.

Sir:—I am directed to state that three letters addressed to ‘Messrs. Stanley, 
Gibbons & Co., London,” posted by you, bear each a stamp believed to be 
a forgery of an obsolete postage stamp. 

Certain representations have been made to this Department concerning the 
circulation in London and elsewhere of similar stamps, which representations 
are now being inquired into, and under these circumstances it has been de- 


termined to return to you the letters in question; but I am to point out that 
anyone posting letters bearing forged stamps is liable to prosecution under 
the Act 31 Vic., No, 34. I have the honor to be, sir,

The reply of the Sydney Post-office is an evasion of the feeblest kind, 
The stamps are not forgeries any more than those issued in 1854, as they are 
printed from the same plates. This being the case, the question that I before 
asked, “Have these stamps been demonetized ?” is one that calls for a reply. 
I have always understood that, as is the case in this country, “once a stamp 
always a stamp;” and I am strongly inclined to think that, until the necessary 
Act of Demonetization has been passed, the Sydney Post-office has no right 
—in morality, if not in law—to refuse prepayment by means of these stamps. 

The Sydney Post-office Department is face to face with a grave act of of- 
ficial negligence, If no official knows where these plates were kept, when 
they were stolen, whether the impressions are genuine or forged, or if they 
still have {ranking power, it betrays a carelessness and laxity that it would be 
difficult to parallel in any civilized country. If, as would seem more prob- 
able, some one knows about these things, an independent committee should 
be appointed by the Parliament of New South Wales to sift the whole matter 
and apportion the responsibility, It is well known that Van Dyck— to use 
an Australian correspondent’s phrase—‘‘was always haunting the building, 
and raking about, searching for proofs.” He had things in his collection 
which could only have been acquired from the Post-office direct, and he had, 
as we know, influence and many friends. I want to know which of these 


friends—official or unofficial—helped him to perpetrate this gross swindle on 
stamp collectors. 
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CONVICTION OF BENJAMIN, SARPY AND JEFFREYS. 


M. F. Plugge sends us the following extracts from London daily papers. 

IMPORTANT PROSECUTION BY THE PHILATELIC SociteTY.—CONVICTIONS,— 
Geo, K. Jeffreys, of Grove road, Bow, Alfred Benjamin, and Julian E. H. 
Sarpy, 32 both of Oval-road, Lambeth, were indicted for conspiring to cheat 
and defraud, and for forging and uttering stamps.—Mr. Charles Mathews 
and Mr. Muir prosecuted for the Philatelic society, an organisation whose object 
is the protection of persons engaged in the collection of stamps. The prison- 
ers were defended by Mr. Willis, Q. C., Mr. Jones and Mr. Purcell. The case 
has occupied the attention of the court for three days, but the facts are very 
short. The allegations on the part of the prosecution, as stated by Mr. 
Mathews, and the various witnesses were that Benjamin and Sarpy, carried on 
business in Cullum-street, City, as stamp-dealers, and that Jeffreys was an en- 
graver living at Bow, and that between them they produced vast numbers of 
apparently genuine foreign stamps, which they disposed of to various persons. 
The prisoners, it was not denied, carried on their business openly, and they sold 
stamps, which if genuine, would have beenof intrinsic value. The defence set 
up raised the interesting question whether this business in imitation stamps was 
or was not a legitimate one, it being urged by counsel that no deception was 
practised in the disposal of the stamps in question.—The Recorder ruled that, 
inasmuch as the phrase forgery applied to a written document it could not lie in 
the present case in regard to these stamps. The questions for the jury to de- 
cide were whether they were of opinion that there was an agreement between 
the three prisoners to bring these stamps into existence for the purpose of 
cheating and defrauding the public; secondly, whether there was an agree- 
ment between them to alter or add to the stamps for that purpose ; thirdly 
did the prisoners procure those stamps for the purpose of cheating and de- 
frauding ; and, lastly did they obtain money by false pretences.—Mr. Willis, 
Q. C., in his speech to the jury complained of the way in which Mr. Math- 
ews had conducted the prosecution, observing that his dramatic and picture- 
sque style was calculated to “lay siege’ to the jury and prevent a proper 
verdict being arrived at.—A Juryman, interposing, said the learned counsel 
had done nothing of the kind. (Laughter).—The Recorder, in summing up, 
said it was not an unusual thing in criminal courts to hear charges made 
against the prosecution ; but he thought it right to say that had he seen the 
slightest impropriety on the part of the prosecution in this case he should 
have at once called attention to it. But he had seen nothing of the kind. 
Proceeding to deal with the facts, he pointed out that thousands of forged 
stamps were found in the possession of the prisoners, and the question was 
whether the prisoners had them for the purpose of defrauding the public. 
In the result the jury found the prisoners guilty, and the Recorder sentenced 
Jeffreys and Benjamin to six months’ imprisonment each, and Sarpy to four 
months’ imprisonment.—Daily News, 


George K. Jeffreys, A. Benjamin, and J. E. H. Sarpy were indicted for forging 
and uttering stamps, also with conspiracy to defraud divers persons of their 
moneys.—Mr. C, Mathews and Mr. Muir prosecuted ; Mr. Willis, Mr. Purcell, 
and Mr. Jones defended.—The circumstances under which the charge was 
preferred against defendants have been reported. Benjamin and Sarpy, 
who for many years had beef engaged as dealers and collectors in the stamp 
trade, occupied premises in Cullum-street. Jeffreys who was an engraver by 
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profession, resided at Bow, The allegations against the defendants were that 
for a considerable period they had been concerned in a systematic course of 
manufacturing fictitious stamps, and that there was an agreement between 
them to utter them, and in this way defraud the public. The prosecution 
was at the instance of the Philatelic Society. Jeffreys manufactured stamps 
at his premises at Bow, and sold them to Sarpy and Benjamin. The stamps 
trafficked in were those of the Sandwich Islands, Queensland, Baden, Victoria, 
and Grenada, and the fraud complained of was the addition of certain ficti- 
tious marks by the defendants, which, if genuine, would greatly enhance the 
value of the stamps, and which induced the collectors to purchase,—Evidence 
was adduced showing that in one instance 6s. 6d. was given for a stamp by a 
collector, the original of which was worth 1/, and in other cases it was proved 
that particular stamps realised from 8/. to 20/. Throughout the whole of their 
transactions, the Defendants appear to have acted in an open manner, nor 
was there concealment as to the nature of their business. They absolutely 
denied an intention to defraud ; on the contrary, they asserted that there was 
a bona-fide trading in fictitious stamps, the originals being too expensive for 
collectors to purchase. When the police visited the premises which were 
occupied by the Defendants and searched them, they discovered an enormous 
collection of stamps of all kinds, which included forgeries and genuine stamps, 
besides a number of impressions lithographed, and acids and other paraphern- 
alia for producing the stamps; “surcharging” them, and adding other postal 
marks, Jeffreys admitted that many years ago he did work for Sarpy and Ben- 
jamin.—Mr. Jones, on his behalf, argued that there was absolutely no evidence 
connecting him with fraud in these transactions,—Several witnesses were 
called to testify to the previous good reputation which the Defendants had 
enjoyed.—The Jury found the prisoners guilty—Benjamin and Jeffreys were 
sentenced to six, and Sarpy to four months’ imprisonment.—Sfandard. 





BAKER—-0’NEIL EXPRESS POST. 


Several years ago Mr. E, B. Sterling submitted to me a stamp in black on a 
greenish-blue paper (see cut No. 1), the thing being a novelty to me I took 
more than the casual glance at the specimen as shown. ‘Turning it over 
I was still more surprised by (see cut No, 2) the discovery of post prior to 
that of O’Neill that of one Baker. 

At that time I commenced a correspondence with some of my friends in 
the principal cities where it was likely to have been used with the following 
results. “ That he (my correspondent) had beep told that a man by the 
name of O’Neill had run a delivery in Cincinnati, Ohio, but could not state 
exactly when, his informant thought, about 1850.” There his story ends. 
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I think myself that the two posts are authentic beyond a doubt, and that 
the Baker existed first (see cut No. 2). I have built up the Baker stamp 
from the reverse of the O'Neill specimen and am of the opinion that O'Neill, 
succeeded Baker and utilized the un-gummed Baker sheets for his own stamps 
thereby saving paper. If this part of the hypothesis is true it would make 
a Baker much rarer than an O'Neill. I am in hopes before long to exactly 
locate this, to me one of the most interesting of Locals and would be pleased 
to have any one that knows aught of its history correspond with me.

THE GOLD COAST PENNY PROVISIONAL OF 1389 


To THE EDITOR oF THE Monthly Journal, 


Dear Sir:—I can only attribute the note which you attached to my short 
article of last month to an abnormal development of the defective faculties 
occasioned by too severe a course of Dr. Assmus, aggravated by influenza. 
Although I will not affirm that all the surcharges on the stamps recently seen 
by me are good, they did not pass me without some examination, and I firmly 
believe every one of them to be genuine. 

In this year of 1892 it is of course a reasonable suggestion enough, and an 
easy way of settling the question, to put them all on the shoulders of Messrs. 
Benjamin & Co. But I wanted to get a little farther than that; and it was 
to gain light which would either verify or upset the postmaster’s dictum in 
the A. J. of P,, which at present passes for history, that I wrote; so that such 
a suggestion is of no real value, 

You further say that if employed at so many offices “they would hardly be 
of such rarity.” 

Surely this is begging the question entirely. If the facts be as I have stated, 
they tend to show that the use of the provisional was much more extended 
than is generally supposed, and consequently that it is not so rare a stamp. 
Its history now stands thus: 

1. About September, 1889, the Postmaster of the Gold Coast stated that 
it was made for use at Accra only. 

2. Two years after, upon examining 150 or 200 specimens, I find various 
postmarks besides Accra; and suggest that the use of the provisional was ex- 
tended to other towns, the Postmaster’s statement notwithstanding. 

3. These stamps bearing other postmarks you suggest bear false sur- 
charges. 

This is highly unsatisfactory, I trust that some Gold Coast collector or offi- 
cial will be able to communicate further information that will render clear 
what now seems to be “cloudy and unsettled.” 

I have only to add that the stamps on which my remarks were founded are 
at your service for examination at No. 8 Gower Street, so that you may 
judge for yourself whether any of them bear false surcharges. I think you 
owe this much both to your readers and myself.

(We greatly regret that our humble suggestion should have appeared to you 
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to savour too much of the suspicious “expert” with a mind embittered by 
influenza; but we merely put it forward as a possible solution of the problem. 
It is impossible to swear positively to asurcharge, unless it is plainly bad. We 
know nothing, personally, about the rarity of the stamp, but gathered from 
your former letter that it was rare. Asa fact is it rare or not? Look at the 
history of the stamp: “In September, 1889, the Postmaster of the Gold 
Coast stated that it was made for use at Accra only.” ‘This would not effect 
the question of a more extended use later, but surely is strongly against the 
stamp having been used elsewhere earlier; yet you find specimens used at 
Elmira and Winnebah at the beginning of August. There appear to be only 
two solutions: Either the stamps are right, and the Postmaster wrong; or 
the Postmaster is right and the stamps are wrong. And the fact that we sug- 
gested one solution should not prevent anyone from proving that the other is 
more correct.—Ed.) —Monthly Journal.

The Postmaster-General of British Nort Borneo writes us, under 
date of the 24th December last, that he has received a letter from a 
German dealer with two unperforated stamps of toc, and as he did 
not know these stamps unperforated he pronounced them to be forgeries, 
and requests us to give publicity to the matter, and to mention the name of 
the dealer. This we decline to do for the present, as, firstly, we know the 
dealer in question to be a respectable man; and, secondly, the Postmaster- 
General is apparently not aware of all that goes on in the British North Bor- 
neo Company's offices. We have no doubt that the stamps were perfectly 
genuine, and they were some of those which were allowed to get out from the 
offices in London, —Stamp News. 


BRITISH SOUTH AFRICA, or BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA.—We do not 
know under which head to place the Registration Envelopes we have re- 
ceived. The hands (or the arms rather), are those of Esau, but the voice 
(at least an important portion of the inscription), is Jacob’s. Let us hope 
that the two companies have amalgamated, for postal purposes, and that one 
set of stamps, etc., will continue to do for both. 

On the flap of the envelopes is a stamp with the arms, as depicted upon the 
adhesives, embossed in the centre of a transverse oval band; the upper three- 
quarters of this is inscribed “The British South Africa Company,” the lower 
portion is covered by a straight label lettered “British Central Africa,” and 
below the oval is a scroll bearing “Registration Two Pence.’’ On the address 
side are the same inscriptions, etc., as upon the current envelopes of Great 
Britain, with “British Central Africa Administration” added along the top. 
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There are the usual crossed lines, and the whole impression is in deep ultra- 
marine upon thick white wove linen-lined paper. —Monthly Journal. 

These envelopes are sent to us as those of British South Africa and we 
therefore presume that they are to be used there and there only. Probably 
the British Central Africa Company is the foster mother of the British South 
Africa Company.

The Swiss administration of posts sees itself obliged to issue the following 
regulations on the subject of the sale to the public of Unpaid Letter Stamps 
for collections. 

I. Unpaid Letter Stamps shall be delivered to the public only in cancelled 
condition; ordinarily, the cancellation is done by over-printing the word 
“specimen’”’, Upon special request the unpaid letter stamps may, however, 
be cancelled by means of a date stamp. The administration reserves to it- 
self the choice of the kind of date stamp that they are to employ. 
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II. The General-Direction of Posts alone will undertake the delivery of 
Unpaid Letter Stamps to the public. Theretore, the sale of these stamps is 
forbidden at all branch offices, These stamps will be sold only against cash 
in advance. 

III. All cancelled Unpaid Letter Stamps shall be sold only at their face 
value; however, on orders for at least 1000 of a kind of any value above scen. 
the price is by exception reduced to the uniform rate of fr 50.00 per 1000. 
If the purchaser demands that the stamps which he desires to purchase at 
this reduced price be obliterated by means of a date stamp (and, not by the 
impression of the word “specimen’’), the administration reserves some time 
for the delivery in order to attend to the cancellation without interfering with 
the rest of the service. —Le Collectionneur de Timbres Poste.

Mr, Wm Brown has sent us a bound volume of the PAi/atelic Journal of 
Great Britain for 189 and we congratulate him upon its imposing appear- 
ance. The journal is one of our most welcome exchanges and every number 
contains something of interest and value, The epitome of English auction 
sales is a splendid feature and in fact is one of the only means at hand to 
determine the value of many a specimen.

Dear Sir:—We have shown to Mr, E. B, Gerlein, Postmaster for Panama, 
the envelope with surcharged Panama stamps entrusted to you by Messrs. 
Scott Stamp AND Coin Co, of New York. 

Mr. Gerlein has declared that the letter he recently wrote to us on the 
same subject (a copy of which was sent to the above firm through your kind- 
ness) was formal enough to settle the question thoroughly and that it was 
useless to speak of it any longer. 

He added that not only was this surcharge spurious, but that the idea of 
surcharging two ten cent stamps on one envelope instead of using one single 
ten cent stamp was simply ridiculous enough by itself to show the uselessness 
of any surcharge. 

Besides, there has never been in the Panama Post Office any rubber or 
other stamp bearing a figure 5 similar to that on the would-be surcharge— 
enclosed we hand you for communication, two bills from the Panama P. O., 
showing the only stamped figure 5 they ever had in that office. 

You may therefore be assured, without the slightest possible doubt, that 
the surcharged Panama stamp is either a bad joke or a fraud. 

Hoping that, through your kindness, we have succeeded in doing some 
good for the Philatelic World at large, 1 remain, sir,

We are agreed with the Postmaster that this celebrated surcharge has no postal significance, 
but we are certain that it originated in Panama ana at the Post Office. 

The fac-simile of the figure ‘‘5’’ mentioned by the postmaster is exactly like that on Mr. 
Clotz’s stamp, and if it appears to be different to the postmaster’s eyes, it must be on account 
of the miasmiatic vapors which fill the air and blind the eyes of our Panama friends. 

A few weeks ago while inspecting the collection of Mr. J. A. Shindel, we found an envel- 
ope addressed to him from Panama prepaid by one of the toc stamps surcharged ‘‘5’’ in 
black in the same type as the specimen submitted to the Panama Philatelic Society. 

As the rate from Panama to the United States is 1oc for a single rate, it clearly showed 
that the surcharge meant nothing and was merely a joke of someone in the Post Office.

MINUTES OF THE NATIONAL PHILATELICAL SOCIETY. 


Fourth Meeting of Corporation and 252d since organization, held February 
23d, 1892 at 44 West 14th street. Was called to order by President Rechert 
at 8.20 p, m. 

Present: Messrs. Bogert, Rechert, Collin, Grevning, Morton, Watson, 
Berlepsch, Mitchell and Hunter. 

Minutes of Third Meeting were read and approved. 

Committee on Customs reported progress. 

Mr. Bogert moved, that in view of the approaching completion of the work 
on United States Envelopes, a committee of three be appointed (two other 
than the President) with the President as chairman to consider the possibility 
of illustrating the dies of the envelope stamps, as well as such stamps as may 
be desirable in illustrating any other work, issued under the auspices of the 
Society. Seconded by Mr. Hunter. Carried. 

President appointed himself, Collin and Bogert. 

Mr. Hunter moved that a committee of seven be appointed to compile a 
reference list of all United States stamps. Seconded and Carried. 

The President stated he would inform the Society at the next meeting who 
was to compose this committee. 

Mr. Watson presented the Society with a copy of the Postal Card a publi- 
cation which he and Mr. Lohmeyer were undertaking. 

The publishers offered to announce anything the Society offered. 

The gift and offer of Messrs. Watson and Lohmeyer was accepted with 
thanks. 

Further discussion was had on the Provisional Stamps of the United 
States, Attention was called to a variety in the 5c New York, by Mr. A. R 
Rogers, who was inavoidably absent. Mr. Bogert read a letter from Mr. 
Hanes of: Philadelphia who expressed the opinion that the red and blue. 
stamps inscribed “Carriers Dispatch” with representation of “One Cent Coin” 
in centre were used by the Baltimore Post Office as carrier stamps, same as 
the Eagle, Frankiin and compound envelopes. He also considers it probable 
that the stamps usually classed as locals, with inscription “Post Office one 
cent Despatch” in red, blue and green on various papers belong to the same 
class as well as the blue stamps with type set frames, inscribed “Penny-Post”’ 
and ‘“‘Penny Post Paid”’ 

As a hint in the same line he asks if any one can give a satisfactory history 
of the stamp known as the Washington City Dispatch. It is known that the 
Postmaster at Washington once announced that he had prepared postage 
stamps and that they were on sale. 

Without mentioning any one in particular Mr. Hanes thought that there 
were other stamps, that if the truth could be known, were issued by United 
States Post Offices. 
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Mr. Rechert exhibited New Bulgaria stamp 30 sto surcharged “15” in black 
also late issues of Greece, Roumania and Holland, 

Dr. Mitchell gave an interesting account of certain local stainps, which will 
be published at some future time. Dr, Mitchell has promised to put his 
remarks in writing, which we are now waiting for, 

Meeting adjourned at 9.40 p. m.
